Chestek, Pa., May 22. — This*morniug 
tbe Saratoga, alurgeiron steamship which 
was to be launched at Roach's shipyard, 
started from its blocking soouer than was 
expected, killiug and wounding many. 
Six dead bodies have been removed. The 
hcone was heartrending, men being seen 
struggling to escape while huge blocks 
rolled by the ship crushed them to jelly. 
No assistance could possibly bo rendered 
by those who were standing by. Instead 
of the cheers that usually greet a launch, 
a wail of anguish went r.p and shrieks of 
pain rent the air. As soon as po.ssiblo the 
dead and wounded wero carried to the 
yard oflico and physicians Hummonod. 
About 1,900 men are employed at tho 
yard and tho friends of nearly all of them 
rushed to enquire for th'^m'. ' •Fla'gl'hre at 
half-mast throughout the town and work 
at the yard has been stopped. John Rofii'b 
has ordered money to bo furnished to tho 
families of the killed and wounded. To- 
tal number of dead in consequence of ac- 
cident is seven. All of the killed and 
Avounded were workmen employed at 
the yard and were engaged in knocking 
blocks from nndei the heel.

Tho learned judge pointed out that it 

was just as much acouspirioy to conihino 
to prevent a man from going to work as 
for a number of men to oontinue to occu- 
py houses to prevent new labor bcinR om- 
ploynd. It wan Mr. DuiisQuiir's right to 
employ whom ho liked, whnthor lio got 
poHi5oa5ion of his houses or not, aud it 
was equally Siicors' right to go to work. 

Mr. Robortsou argued ibut the fact of 
the miners refuaiug to give up their 
houses was a circumatance which pointed 
to tho principal fact— conspiracy. 

Examination coutinued — In con.s6- 
quence of tho stiiko wituoss took Btopsto 
Bet33n«wmen. Thay were land d at 
Departure Bay ou the 23d Feb. Witness 
woDt down to meet thom and inalructed 
them to go to the mine next morning; 
witness went with them, and when they 
got to the mines the strikers, including 
tho prisoners, wore there. There was 
quite a lot of talli and tho atrikors tiiod 
to prevent tlio now men from going to 
work by inducing thuiu to iitteiul a Hioet- 
iug. TI)o prisoner Pliillii)s was pretty 
active aud talked a great deal. The now 
men, however, went down into the mine 
aud wore followed by a number of tho 
strikers down tho iuclino; wituoHs stood 
between the old and now miners with his 
hands spread out, trying to keep tho old 
niou back; tho now meu remained down 
the pit about nu liour, tiio old miners 
hanging about outside all tho linio. Whon 
tho now men canio up tiioy wore jjut in 
wagons und sent to Departure Bay. A 
number of the old men wonted to got ou 
the cars, but they were not allowed. Tlio 
new men were housed at Departure Bay us 
there were no empty housn.s to ])nt them 
in at i\\ct miuos; witnuHs was al'ruid also 
to send thorn thoro- baoauso ho thought 
tlioy would bo tiiniporod with by tho old

This was the full 
extent of liis'^traiiaoctiona with that geu- 
tloman. 

Mr. Drake addressing tho jury stitod 
that the prisoners at the bar wero indict- 
ed Quder a Oanadian Act of 187G. The 
indictment contained four counts whicli 
sweeping away all logal toebnicalitios 
miglit be classified (1) us using violence 
for tho purpose of compelling a ptraou to 
refrain from going to work for Messrs. 
Dunsmuir, Digglo k Co., (2) intimida 
liou by threats, (3) persistently following. 
(4) disorderly following. Tliejury should 
^ ..mrbops'.'beiulorined of the circumstances 
wiioh le3 to the indictment of tho pri- 
Boners. They with a number of other 
men were working for Messrs. Dunsmuir, 
Digglo &. Co., and refused to coutiuuo to 
4q so at §1 per ton for the coal thoy got 
Otit. In pursuance of an agreement thoy 
oompellocl other "workiuen also to abstain 
from working, aad.whilsfc it was perfectly 
legal for any number of men to combiua 
and say tlioy would not accept loss than a 
certain rato of wages, it was illegal to at- 
teinpt to iJrovont auy other pbracm from 
working for what pay ho thought lit. Tlio 
prisoners refused to work for j>er ton 
and applied lor an increase of aO cts. por 
ton. This Mr. Dunsmuir declined to 
give and tho prisoners were notified to 
B^ive up their tool.s unless thoy would coa- 
tiuue at SI per ton, also to givo up pos- 
aes^ion of some cottjges wliicli they ooeu- 
pied adjacent to tiie miuoa in (jr^lor that 
Mr. Dunsmuir might a])ply tho eoUages 
twwurJs housing other men who were 
.•bout to bo employed- The men ref usL-d 
to give up possession of the cottages 
thereby' liopiug to cbmpel Mr. Diuismuir 
to accede to their tonus. It was charged 
that the prisoners liail usod oousidorablo 
•'4in|plence towards several of tho nion who 
'^■Were to take their phieos in tiio mines aud 
'JlillBinBt one named Osboru not only throats 
"liat'.aittst viqleDce bad been nsod to pre- 
V6nt"him from working at the mine. He 
was pushed down a hill and jostloJ about 
by tho prisoners and their trioinlH, who 
declaroit that no si ranger should bu pcr- 
.-jnittcd to work imloss tlioy wont backou 
'"'Ihoir ouu loLius. It would uot bo nooes- 
•ary for the j ury to find tho prisoners 
gailtr^on all the ouuuts as it was sufiiciout 
for the indiotment if the evidence proved 
thorn guilty on auy one of the connts. Ho 
would at oneo procoed to coll evidence for 
tho prosecution. 

K. Dunsmuir, sworn, deposed th:it on 
the Ist day of February last ho received a 
deputation from miners employed by his 
■*2' trln3 ■ One of prisoners, Philips, was ono 
of the depiitaion.- Philips was spokes- 
man aud Slid the miner.s held a mootiug 
and camo to tho concliisiou to givo him 
two days to think over giving tliem Si 20 
instead of SI por tou aud to roihatato a 
miner named Haggurty.who was discharg- 
ed. Witness said he did not want two 
dayif to think oTer tho laattej? as tho mar- 
ket would not permit of the 20 cents ad- 
vance at present. 'I'iio men worked tho 
two following davj; niul uu Mnnduy they 
informed witness that tlieyhid appointod 
a committeo to confer with hiiu. Tho 
next day wilnoss mot tho connuilteo at 
his pOioe. Thoy had iv loug talk ami wit- 
nois'agnin told thom that he could notgivo 
HJoirothanSl jjor ton. Tho committeo 
Trent away but one of thom tui noil br.ok 
and in reply to a iju.-.s'iou witness told 
him that ho ooiilil tell tlio men if thoy did 
not want to woik fort' I thoy wore to bring 
up th<iir tools. Ni xt day they wanted to 
know whoa thoy would bring up their 
tools. VVithess told thom "imn\eiliatolj" 
if thoy did not go to work. Thoy did not 
ijo to work again aftor Saturday, I'ebru- 
J(ry M. Abij'ut 100 men struck and in 
oouBoquonou of thi i sihuo 1:1') more had to 
be stopped as no coal could bo got out. 
The miners who struok oooui)iod cottages 
belonging to tho lirm situated all arouud 
tho pit. Witness gave the men 30 days 
notice to leave the lioueos; but did not get 
poB<esfiion. 

Mr. Walkcm horo objeeled to the ad- 
juiHtiion of (jvideiu'o on inalti'rs which Inul 
taUiiU plaoo some wi.':ks alter the limo 
>Yh)ch the iniliotini ut alluded lo — "o;i or 
biiforo tho 25th February." It was wholly, 
irrelevant whether Mr. Dunsmuir got pos- 
ocssion of tho houses or not. The learn- 
ed counsel mi^Ut jUst aa well intiodueo 
ovidoucQ as to tho Militia being called 

out. , . ^1 

. Mr, Robertsop eaid that if circnmstan- 
i|gjiovidpj)oe wore riilod out it -.veuld bo 
'-^ll'moat imuossiblo to «ttabiiah a case of 



to work. Tho strikers also slated that 
there wore 100 of them aud they would 
not allow a tou of coal to coino out of 
tho mine at loan than §1.20 por ton. Tho 
now minors woro within hearing of this 
statomout. Ou tho following day (Sun- 
day) about 3 p.m. witness saw almost uU 
the strikers and some of the new men on 
the street in Kanaimo. Soino of the old 
miners wore taking tho now hands into a 
boarding-house; in tho evening witness 
saw one of tho new mon on tho street and 
sent him into an hotel to tell Osborne that 
witness wanted to speak to him. E>hvards, 
Olio of tho prisoners, went into the hotul 
and siiortly afjorwards oamo out and said 
to witness, "I'm sharper than you; you 
sent for Osborne, but didn't get him." 
Witness saw he ooiild u6' 'nothing and 
went home. The new mon did not go 
back to the mine. 

Aftor an adjournment of half an hour, 
Tho witness was cr •-•s-oxamiued by 5Ir. 
Walkom. Witness slated thoro was a 
short strike in July last ou account of 
wages being reduced from 81 20 to 81 
per ton. iVheu there, was a surplus of 
coal awaiting shipment it was deposited 
in a bin. In July coal accumulated in tho 
bin considerably there being little ship- 
ping at tho time and when tlio mon strnok 
there wore somo 5000 tons of coal thoro. 
Witness did not reduce tlio men's; wages 
thoy did it themselves. Abojit tho 25th 
July the men went to witness and said 
thoy would work for 81 per Ion. This 
was aftor he had refused to pay SI 20 por 
tou. Witness did not state to them that 
after the bin was empty he would pay 
thom SI 20; but told them that if tho coal 
trade got better he would pay the in- 
oroase, 

Mr. Bobertaon here objected to the evi- 
dence as entirely irrelevant to the issue, 
not baviiig auy bearing ou tho conspiracy 
to do an act of violence. 

Exam, continued: Witness denied cay- 
ing in July last to 50 or 00 men "God 
knows SI 20 is little ouough men to dig 
that coal, but I will pay you that sum 
men whon yon are least aware of it. By 
heavens! I'll take you by surprise." Ho 
told thrt nion he would pay thom 31 10 ])or 
toil if tbuy liked to tako it but tlioy wouhl 
not tako loss tliaa SI 20 per tou, although 
ho had promised to i)ay tliom tho iucroaao 
of 10 cents whou tho coal trade got hotter. 
The coal trade never got better. Witness 
did not think that Haggorty was dismiss- 
ed, ho could not have bean because he 
had a oontraot. Haggorty had a (inarrol 
with his (witness') sou. Not one of tiio 
men coniidaitied that the scales were 
wrong umil after the strike. Did not re- 
moiubor Phillips going to him and advis- 
ing him to iix ibo soalos. 

His Lordship hero stated that he did 
not see the bearing of tho cross examina- 
tion. 

Mr. Walkem said that ho would state in 
brief that the prisoners asserted that tboy 
had not only been deluded by Mr. Duns 
muir on a point of wages, but had every 
day boon wrongoil out of hundreds of 
pounds of coal (jm aoeountof faulty scales. 
The mou tnaintainud that tboy had boon 
guilty of no conspiracy ;l)iit when tlpi nmu 
oamo up from Sau Frauv-isuo, anK.ngst 
thom being Secors, they hoard of tho 
manner the atrikors had been nsod by 
their employers and tliey refused point 
blank to go to work for tho firm lo.st they 
should 1)0 Bubji-'ctcd to tho same unfair 
treatment. Tlioro liad boon no c^nsi)irucy 
to prevent their working. 

Exam, oontinuftd: On the 1st lebruary 
there wore about GO men near tho scales 
because they had beard they wore out of 
order. Witness weighed himself on tho 
scales and found tliom corrool. Ho was 
ii'jt then aware that tho :u'alefi would we igh 
oorroetly only uj) to lOO ll)s. nml above 
that were not at all loliublo. Whim wit 
ne.si found out tlio aeales woro wrong ho 
told the mon to go dowu to tho oUico and 
put in their idaiins for short weight and 
thoy slioiihl bo ))aid. Only two men would 
condofioond to go. 'I'lioy were paid, but 
tUoir claim only amounted to a, dollar or 
two. WitnoMS gave W. McDonald a pro- 
sent of §5 but nothing for short weights. 
Tho scales wore found to l|o wrong somo 
thyoe months bpforpj this tlnie thoy were 
cheating tho flr^., lu Febriiaty Phillips 
told witness that it there bod boon no 
meetini; of t'lo luon and tho nealoi rigid 
thoro \vould have bix>u no strlk", Wit- 
uoss had exiiroH^'eil groat norrow fur t ho 
miners on ur'count of their folly and be- 
ing badly advised. Ho told tho prisoner 
Phillips not to go to tho mine whou the 
Shoriflf vofl oqnilng nu, e,^ thorp woa a 
warrant out for him. ' ' 

l{e-e>;nnunod— In Augu.st tho mon wont 
to work Vol lUiturily at SI por ton. In 
June the Urm lost tho Faeilio Mail S. b. 
coiitroet and their sales olfto nearly QQ- 
thing as thoy had to llud unothcr market. 
Aii lo tho Bi'.'dos, tln ro wan always a mau 
tlicrJ. 'L'\vii'0 before they wero'foun.l to 
bo out of order aiij then they wero in fa- 
vor of llio moil. 

By Iho Court— ^Yh'Jn tho now mon ar- 
rived the old ouea tried to prevent them 
gciingdqwQ ^ tbj» min« by «ng»gingtb6iu 



in conversation. When they did go down 
throats wero made. 

John Second, sworn, deposed that bo 
was one of 33 mon who in Eobruary last 
wont to Nnnaimo to work at tho coal miuo. 
Tho morning aftor arrival at Departure 
Bay ho wout to tho niiuLii. Thoro woro 
lots of mou arouud tho place, aaiougst 
thom the prisoner Phillips. Tlio old 
miners wanted the new ones to go and 
driuk but witness would not do so. Ho 
believed several Irishmou consented to 
driuk. (Laughter.) On Sunday, two 
days aftor arrival, about 200 of tho old 
mon wout down to Departure Bay aud 
said to the new mon "Boys, come, you'vo 
got to go back to S^n Francisco." Wit- 
ness replied ho didn't want to go away. 
[The foreman of tho jury here stated that 
the jury could not undeMland.tlia witness, 
who is a foroignor, and asked that an iu- 
torprotcr bo sent for.— Kop.J 

Ohristopbor Loat, bcjokeoper for tho 
lirm Dunsmuir A: Go. .deposed that on tho 
Sunday alluJod t-j ho saw a groat number 
of the old minora comiug dowu to Depar- 
ture Bay. Edwards, Williams, Hoakins aud 
Tliompsou were amongst them. The old 
miners were forcing tho new ones to 
leave. Witness saw Hoskius and Williams 
pushing Osboru, boss of tbo now crowd, 
down the hill towards the water and hit- 
ting him with tiioir fists. Saw Edwards 
and Thompson packing articles of bag 
gago down toivards the water. When wit- 
ness saw whaf was going on. ho immedi- 
ately sent a messenger to Mr. Danamuir. 
The moaneuger was stopped twioo by somo 
of tho old minors. The seooml time he 
WAS nnulo to turn back. Witness thon 
flont him round another road. A groat 
many of tlio miners woro looking on 
whilst others woro packing the goods 
down to tho water. After that the now 
men and tbo old wout along the road to- 
wards Nauainu). Thuro was a good deal 
of swearing going on. 

By too Court: — O^born cvideutly did 
not want to go. lie was hanging buck nil 
tbo timo ami resisting. 

Cross-exatiiinod — Could not swoar that 
Edwards or Thompson was packing a 
trunk towards tho water. Would swear 
most positively that Hoskius and Wil- 
liams struck Osboru. 

By tho Court— When I taw what was 
going ou I know very woll what the cause 
of it was. I (lid not euro to go amongst 
them for Roniu of tho mon wero very much 
r .\citod. I lieard swearing and somo of 
tho old men wore saying-to thenow. ^ones, 

"You d — -d — — clear out of 

this." Immediately afterwai^s GibDrm 
was struok; I did nnt go nmonsdt. tuo 
men because I thought it would ho indis- 
eroet with odds of 100 to I against mo. 1 
did not see any violoiieo used against Se- 
cond; I don't idi'iitify him. 

Jolin Siicoiul rurtbor deposed through 
Mr. E. Ciranoiui, intprprotor, that when 
be was going up from Dejiarture Bay to 
tbo mines he heard tho old min"rs eay 
that tho now ones would not bo allowed 
to work, and repeated his evidonco jjro- 
viously yiveii; ou Sunday hotwoon 12 aud 
1 o'clock llio miners eamo down to iJopar- 
luro Bay again and told witnc-is to pack 
up his traps and go away quickly; witness 
said ho had coiuo up to work and did not 
want to go away ; witness was told if ho 
went it Would be all right, but if uot they 
would beat him and perhaps kill him; 
witness said, do wdiat you ploaso, I don't 
waut to go; wbou thoy hoard this thoy 
wont into tbo Ikiuscs, look tho eljocta of 
tbo now mou out aud carried tbom off; 
tboy did not do aoylhiug to him in parti- 
cular, but tboy took his effects away and 
pusiied him with the others from tho 
house on to tho road to Nauaiino, swear- 
ing at him and using bad langnago; wliou 
he got to Nanaimo ho wanted to go b5ck 
to iho mine; but thu old miners who woro 
following all along tbo road would not 
lot him; be turned back in company with 
youug I\Ir. Dunsmuir, but tho miners 
pushed biin back towards Nanaimo again 
and made him go into a public house; the 
minors bad a meeting there, some vvi,ntod 
to Send Iho now bands away in tho even- 
ing, soiiio tbo iie.\.t morning ; linally they 
resolved to tend tliem that eveniug; wit- 
noss was placed in a oanoo with sopio of 
his party and twci of the old miners, and 
after avtiviug in Victoria one of the old 
miners gave him $15 to pay his fare down 
to San Francisco. 

The Court thon adjinirned till II o'clock 
to-morrow (Wednes^iay) morning.

Wo havo soon letters from Sitka up ta 
the IGth May. Tho weather had boon very 
uusettlod. One writer says wo havo boon 
paying up for the jiast flue, open wiuter 
by u Buocoshion of alleruato stoiius of 
yviud, rain, hail and snow— sleeting aud 
ice not uulrequent — and tho post month 
has really been more diaagresablo than 
any of tbo preceding six. Tho niounlaius 
aro now covortd to m at tlioir b.iso with 
from si.'C to ten foet of snow. On this part 
of tbo coast my experience has been that 
Olio oxtremo follows another, and wo may 
have an unusually pleaaant sumuor. 

There is nothijig liereabbuts 'startling 
in tho way of news. Our Kussiiap friends 
here were a little excited to learn that 
their countrymen were pitehiug into tho 
Turks and aro now hourly praying for 
their success. 

Messrs. Taylor and Woods failed in 
their uttompt to aacoud Mt. St. Eliaa. 
August, I foar, would havo been even too 
soon for au enterprise of the kind. Many 
havo au idea that this mountain i.s almost 
immodiatoly ou the coast. It is twenty or 
forty miles in tbo interior, and tbo luiio- 
adaiuizod roiid loading to it, from long 
disuse, is roudorod almost impassable; 
aud another thing, thoro has been no tiro 
on tbo niouutaiu to warm a fellow sinco 
tho ono which ui'-'lted rooks and sent a 
stream of hot ashes dowu to the sea, ao- 
cording to the tradition of Indians 80 or 
100 years ago! 

This trip of Iho nteamor takes away 
many of tho mi'itary storos, ordnance and 
aninuinitioii belonging to thi? post, and 
it is suiiposod alt tho officers and soldiers 
of the garrison will leave next month. 
Their leaving is a matter of rejoicing to 
some anddregrot to others. 

We have rocont uows from Tarcoo. The 
Indians ou that section of the coast do 
most of their trading hero, and tho last 
arrival ropresouts many wliito men com- 
ing into their coonfcry; and that some of 
tbem aro'building houses. Tbeludians say 
there is oonsiderable snow there, and they 
know but littio about the recent gold dis- 
coveries. Generally tho Tarcoo Indians 
aro well disposed towards tho whites, and 
if spirituous liquors are kept from thom, 
no trouble nut'd bo ap[)rehouded. 

Tho Portland 0:)ld and Silver Mining 
Oo. uro still driving ahead the tunnel 
ou the Steward Ledge, aud still meeting 
Wijih ioiibcfiii^ging proapoots. The rock 
'sent down from this ledgo by . the last 
steamer induced the company to ncuH up 
orders on her return to imiuudlatoly open 
n trull irom the ledge down to Silver Bay, 
preparatory, it is supposed, to the build- 
ing of a trninway, or for the getting of 
machinery to tho mine.

Tho Hold is said to bo 
largo enough to .support llvo thousand 
mon, and border.s on tbo const. A canoe 
can take miners from Wrangol to tho 
diggings in two days. Eeport says Wil- 
son & Co. have struck ounce diggings. 
Silvers it Co. aro siuldug a shaft and havo 
sfcruck blue clay, iu appoaraiuio similar to 
that found ou William Creek, Cariboo; 
no bedrock -was fouiiil by them thus far, 
and tho dirt pays .as thoy go down. Many 
of the miners' who started for Oassiar have 
gone to Schnch.

Banking in AnIdibnt Asstria.— Among' 
the many thousand tablets brought to 
London from Babylon by the lato 
George Smith, nearly all refer lo tho 
history of banking iu antiquity. Those 
tablets rcdate to n baukiug-lioiiso that 
traded under the firm of E;4ibi & Son. 
It flourisbod in Babylon betweou the 
first year of the iv.ifi-,, uf xVebuchad- 
iicj;/air, (iOU yonr.s before Jeans Christ, 
and tho end of that of Dariu.s Hyfila.9- 
pos, 485 years before our era. It seems 
the chief jjusiuess of the bouse con- 
sisted in lending money, for the tablets 
montion Fucb operations efiocted on 
moveable .securities at a certain per- 
centage; but mortgages woro by no 
means unknown, for they contain in- 
stances of sums loaned ou land or 
houses for a Hinted period, with very 
circumstantial particulars, and surveys 
accompanying the documents. There 
are also .sales of real property men- 
tioned (in ouo the plan of tho land 
sold is annexed,) and also tho sales of 
slaves. It appears that during t!io 
fiscal year of the reign of Nebuchad- 
nezzar Egibi retired from business, aud 
that bis grandson. Sola, the sou of 
Zircbin, became the director or chief 
of the lirm. He performed the duties 
of that officer until the 23d year of the 
reign' of Nebuchadncziar. In the 
fifteenth year of that monarch's gor- 
erumont, Sula went into partuerMliij) 
with bis son, Nabu Aklii-ldin, who, 
on his father's death 'ocoaiuo tlio chief 
of the firm, and continued so until the 
twelvth year of that Prince's reign, 
Nabu-Akhi-Idin took his son Itti-Mor- 
duk Baladluis, into partnership. Thi.s 
young mail succeodoil his father iu due 
time, and remained tho chief of tho ccnu- 
pauy during tho reign of Nabo-Nan- 
bonidas, and during thoso of Cyrus 
and Cainbyses. His son, ]Marduk- 
Nasir-Ablu, succcoilcd hiiu iu tho sec- 
ond year of Darius. Some of the tablets 
are checks, receipts and other similar 
doouiueuts.
